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AN ENGLISH TURF “HOUSE” 



That of Grosvenor Long and Glori- 
ously Associated with Racing. 



Nearly Two Hundred Tears of 
History with Many Grand 
Horses Is Honse Record. 



In the article on “The Earls of Derby and the 
Turf,” which appeared in the May issue of Hally's, 
I mentioned a Sir Richard Grosvenor, as having 
won the big race at Leasowe with Shagg in 1724, 
vyith Grey Wynn in 1720, and with Spot in 1727. 
This Earl of Grosvenor was the son of the third 
baronet. Sir Thomas Grosvenor, who at the early 
age of nineteen married Mary Davies, an orphan 
with tremendous property in London, and who 
was only eleven years old when the wedding took 
place. Sir Thomas died in 1700 and his widow 
went mad and died in the custody of Robert Middle- 
ton of Chirk in 1730. Sir Richard Grosvenor died 
in 1732 and after his death the races at Icasowe 
were discontinued. He was succeeded by ids 
brother Sir Robert Grosvenor, whose eldest son, 
born in 1731, succeeded him in 1755 and was raised 
to a baron on March 17, 1761, and to an earl in 
1784. 

It is to this first Earl of Grosvenor that all the 
fame of the Grosvenors on the turf is due. Soon 
after he came into the title he had" one or two 
horses, hut none of any great account until in 1760 
he bought Gimcrack from Sir Charles Bunbury for 
1.200 guineas, and in 1778 Pot-8-os from Lord 
Abington for $7,680. These two horses were the real 
foundation of the Eaton Stud, which actually came 
into existence about 1780. Pot-8-os was the sire 
of Waxy, Parasol and MaDdane, and, in twenty-one 
years, sired 172 winners with a total of $309,855 
won in stakes. Another good one was Sweet 
William, which, like Gimcrack, won the Whip, at 
Newmarket. In 1871 Lord Grosvenor took his 
first classic — the Oaks — with Faith and the follow- 
ing year took it again with Ceres, a daughter of 
Sweet William, and was second in the Derby with 
Sweet Robin, to Lord Egremont’s Assassin. Sweet 
Robin and Assassin were by Sweetbriar, by Syphon, 
which was bred by Lord Grosvenor in 1769, and 
which was a half-brother to Sweet William. In 
1783 Maid of the Oaks won the race of that name, 
making three wins in three successive years for the 
stable. 

SECOND THRICE THEN WINS EPSOM DERBY. 



The next three years saw three successive sec- 
onds for the Derby, as Carlo Khan, starting at 
20 to 1, was second to Colonel O’Kelly’s Serjeant 
in 1784; Grantham was second to Aim well in 1785, 
and Meteor was second to Noble in 1786. The next 
year things were even worse, as in the Derby 
Mentor and Whitelegs were both among the also 
ran in a field of seven, and in the Oaks, Sunflower, 
sister to Tar and Nelly, were outside the first 
tliree in another field of seven. Then came an- 
other second with Aurelius to 8ir Thomas in 1788, 
and a third with Skylark to Skyscraper in 1789, and 
a second, with Cypher filly, to Lord Egremont’s 
‘Tag, in the Oaks, in the same year. The next 
year saw the “yellow, black cap" first past the 
post, for the first time in the Derby with Rhada- 
mantbus and a stable companion, Asparagus, sec- 
ond, and Lord Derby's Lee Boo third. Mistletoe, 
toy Pot-8-os, was second to Hippolyta for the 
Oaks. Justice, the sire of Rhadamanthus, was at 
the time standing in Cambridgeshire at a fee of 
five guineas. Astraea was second in 1791 for the 
Oaks and in 1792 John Bull won the Derby, start- 
ing at 6 to 4 on from a field of seven, and an- 
other bearer of the colors. Boldface, was third for 
tlie Oaks. 

In 1793 Waxy, a son of Pot-8-os, won the 
Derby for Sir F. Peel, with Gohanna second, and 
tlie Grosvenor horses, Triptolemus and Druid, both 
sons of Pot-8-os, third and fourth. Daedalus took 
tlie Derby in 1794, starting outsider at 6 to 1 
in a field of four. He was, like Rhadamanthus, 
a son of Justice ex Flier, which is one of seven 
mares which have produced two Derby winners; 
1795 saw a second for the Oaks with Ariadne, by 
Justice, and 1797 a win with Nike, then a third 
with Lady Bull, and a win with Beilina in 1799. 
Tulip was second to Eleanor for the Oaks in 1800, 
tuid after that no horse from the stables was placed 
until the earl died in 1802, having won three 
Derby s and five Oaks at a cost of a quarter million 
sterling. No name will ever be more respected on 
the turf, as not only did he found the Eaton Stud, 
but the blood of his horses still lives today. 

The first earl was succeeded by his son, who be- 
came Marquis of Westminster in 1831, and carried 
on tlie fame of the “yellow, black cap" in quite 
the approved fashion. His first great success was 
with Touchstone, by Camel, with which he won 
the St. Leger In 1834, the Doncaster Cup in 1835 
and 1836, and the Ascot Cup in 1836 and 1837. 
Though bis record on the turf was good, it was 
totally eclipsed by his record at the stud, as he 
was the sire of three Derby winners in Orlando, 
Cotherstone and Surplice; grandsire of three more

Saratogas Great Array of Stakes 



Hopeful of f 30,000 and Other Valuable Events Account 
for the Ever Increasing Popularity 
of Racing at the Spa 



One week from today Saratoga will throw open its gates for the annual meeting of the 
Saratoga Racing Association. There has always been something particularly fascinating about 
the sport at Saratoga. Nature intended it as a true testing ground for the thoroughbred 
blood of this continent, and each year finds the best horses from all parts of this country 
and Canada meeting there and fighting for supremacy, neither asking for nor giving quarter, 
the motto of this noted racing ground being “may the best horse win.” The Saratoga Asso- 
ciation has materially aided nature by improving the surroundings and providing such accom- 
odations and conveniences that the people of the present day demand, with the result that 
the wealth and beauty of the nation assemble there during the month of August, giv ing to 
Saratoga a prestige enjoyed by no other course in this country. For this reason it is now 
oftentimes referred to as the “Aicot of America.” Primarily, one of the chief reasons for 
the increasing popularity of Saratoga racing and the main factor in bringing the turf stars 
of each year to the Spa has been and still continues to be, namely, the splendid array of rich 
and attractive stake fixtures. This will be par^ticularly true this year, as the monetary value 
of the stakes to be decided next month is far greater than in. any previous year in the long 
and interesting history of this famous racing organization. The Hopeful Stakes of $30,000 
is not only the richest race of the Saratoga program, but also the most valuable of the year, 
with the one exception of the newly established Latonia Championship, to be run at Latonia 
in the fall. However, as the latter event is for three-year-olds, the Hopeful still retains its 
pride a t p la ce a s th i b .gaoft valuable two-year-eld race of the year. In addition to the* Hope- 
ful Stakes there is the Travers Stakes of $12,500 and four other fixtures of $10,000 each the 
remainder ranging in values from $7,500 down to $2,000, besides four of the added money 
variety. Altogether it is a rich and alluring list of stake features, as a glance at the sub- 
joined tabulation reveals :

The Rye Purse, at one mile, a handicap for 
three-year-olds and over, proved to be about the 
moat evenly matched affair of the meeting, all four 
starters being well supported. The good plater 
Game Cock found the going to his liking and 
repeated over his victory of a few days ago in 
easy manner. Ticket ran well, but the winner 
always held himself. 

Head Over Heels quit in the last stride of the 
opening race after leading throughout, enabling 
Kallipolis to win by the smallest of margins. 

Another close finish came in the following race. 
Vancouver vanquishing Sammy Kelly after a terrific 
stretch duel. 

Jockey W. Knapp was to have ridden Purchase 
today had the horse started. He will leave for 
Saratoga at once and report to the Whitney stable, 
his contract employer. Jockey Lyke also leaves 
for Saratoga tomorrow. 

The 8. C. Hildreth horses and the Loft stable, 
in charge of Max Hirsch, depart Saturday for 
Saratoga. 

The first race on tomorrow’s program did not fill, 
and the sixth race was split and will be run as the 
first and sixth races. 

The third race on the regular card failed to fill 
and a new race was substituted. 



DREAM OF THE VALLEY’S POOR RACE.

Racing has been conducted so long in Australia 
that they now have there many thoroughbreds, 
with native pedigrees running back through gener- 
ations of Australian breeding, with the necessary 
accompaniment of an Australian Stud Book. Of 
course their horses, as do our own and all thor- 
oughbreds outside of England, go right back to 
England as their place of origin. But they are 
rightly Australian horses now, and their pedigrees 
frequently show strains unknown or scarce in 
England and this country, and therefore of interest 
to students of breeding. It is true that in recent 
years there have been so many importations of 
stallions from England that the old-time, hardy, 
staying and big -boned native lines have in good 
part been submerged, but they still exist in part. 
The pedigrees of Carbine and his son, Wallace, 
are illustrative of Australian breeding a quarter 
of a century back or more, while those of Cetigne 
and Cariita show the influences predominant at the 
present time. 

Carbine was the master Australian race horse, 
and a greater no land ever produced. He was a 
wonder of speed, stamina and gameness and ability 
to carry high weights successfully. His victory 
at two miles in 3:28% in the Melbourne Cup of 
1890 with 145 pounds on his back is a racing feat 
without precedent and unmatched since. Moreover, 
he made good as a sire in Australia and England, 
leaving Wallace to carry on his line in Australia 
and In England siring Spearmint to win the Epsom 
Derby and Grand Prix de Paris, and afterward to 
win high renown as a sire in his turn.

Wallace, not so grand a character in' racing as 
his daddy. Carbine, was nevertheless a capital race 
horse and a great stayer, one of his victories being 
achieved in the Champion Stakes at three miles, 
which he ran in 5:28%, but finished iii a dead 
heat with Quiver, a remarkable thing in a race at 
that distance. He won the Victoria Derby, Caul- 
field Guineas, Australian Jockey Club St. Leger, 
Sydney Cup and other high-class rares. Better 
still, when sent into the stud he register'd an 
immediate success and heads the Australian sire 
list in a number of years.

I4-YEAR-0LD BOY LANDS BIG BASS 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 24. — Anybody who has 
ever canght a channel bass- knows that with a rod 
and reel it requires considerable skill to play and. 
land him, which makes the fallowing incident, told 
by Capt. C. E. Garhard, one of the best known 
pilots to fishing grounds that leaves Beach Haven, 
appear in many ways remarkable. 

On a recent trip a small boy, Leslie Broome, 
fourteen years old, acted as his mate, and after 
they had anchored the boat he obtained permission 
to try it alone from the small rowboat that was 
trailed behind. • - 

This fonrteen-year-old boy, who is a cripple, 
having lost the use of one leg and using crutches, 
got in the boat and rowed a short distance away. 
Shortly afterward the party aboard the boat ob- 
served him having a tussle with his rod with a big 
fish and, after a fight lnstiug over half an hour, 
he landed a thirty -nine pouml channel bass without 
the aid of a gaff. 

Quite a feat for a fourteen -year-uld boy, and a 
cripple as well.

SHOES FROM FISH LEATHER 

A sample lot of leather made from the skins 
of fish, such us ray, shark, sturgeon, paddle fish 
and porpoise, has been received by the United States 
bureau of fisheries. It has also received articles 
made from such leathers, including men’s, women’s 
and children’s shoes, as well as a belt, wallet, 
portfolio, brief case, etc. The manufacturers have 
established stations on the South Atlantic and gulf 
coasts, where supplies of raw material are obtained, 
and are producing from such sources a high grade 
of leather suitable for nearly every purpose for 
which leather is used. 



The reference to McKinley in the mntter below 
throws some light on the statement made in Chi- 
cago about a month ago by “Boots” Purnell, who 
was here witii his wife — a French actress playing 
an engagement at the Majestic Theater. Durnell 
told Mr. William A. Pinkerton, the famous de- 
tective, that he owned McKinley and that Mr. W.

Durnell also declared at the time that McKinley 
was a certainty for the Epsom Derby and on the 
Strength of his declaration about the colt’s great 
quality several wagers were cabled to London about 
the chances of McKinley over the big Epsom race. 
He was kept in France and, of course, there was 
no action over the wagers. After that, probably 
through bad raring luc-k, McKinley was beaten in 
the French Derby, won by Tchad, his stable com- 
panion. McKinley was cut up in the French Derby 
race and did not start in the Grand Prize of Paris, 
won by Galloper Light. Just now the colt is laid 
up for repairs. Darnell’s statement about the 
ownership was probably trnc. It is likely to be u 
joint ownership, however, shared by C. E. Durnell 
and Mr. Marghiloman. They were associated in 
racing when Durnell was training for the king of 
Roumania and other owners with headquarters at 
Bucharest. 

“Recent impressions,” writes the Sportsman’s 
Speeial Commissioner, W. Allison, “leads to the 
idea that Buchan will win the St. Leger, and as lie 
has always beaten Dominion tliere seems nothing 
much to stand in ids way, unless, indeed. The 
Panther should ‘come back,’ which is, I suppose, 
improbable. This contingency is. however, not im- 
possible, though between two schools- of advisers 
George Manser may find himself in an unenviable 
quandary. Some say the colt did too much work 
between the Two Thousand Guineas and the Derby, 
and some that he did too little. Others declare 
that he was too frequently disturbed by visitors. 
Anyhow, having regard to the fact that lie won 
the Two Thousuud Guineas in most honest style 
without being specially trained, I cannot but think 
that his best chance is to have an easy time until 
within ten days of the St. Leger, and then only 
two or three good gallops. Naturally, however, this 
is only a matter of surmise, and, as likely as not. 
The Panther will never again give his true running, 
no matter liow he is trained. His old opponent. 
Galloper Light, has trained on more happily, and a 
cable was received from Buenos Aires this week 
inquiring if the son of Sunstar could he bought. 
I take it, however, that Galloper Light will go 
nowhere except to the Southcourt Stud when his 
racing career is ended. He may have been lucky 
not to encounter McKinley for the Grand I’ri-.-. but 
lie was evidently much too good for the rest of the 
French three-year-olds. A valued French corre- 
spondent questions the accuracy of my statement 
that JJrs. Despard, the dam of McKinley, was at 
one time bought by Durnell for Mr. Marghiloman. 
flic Roumanian owner, but there is no doubt about 
the fact; and the gentleman from whom Mr. Van- 
derbilt bought the mare and foal hail only been 
keeping her for the Roumanians until such time 
as he was obliged to sell to pay expeusos.

Cunnington had charge of the vicomte’s horses for 
some twenty years, during which lie won for his 
patron many of the chief races in the French 
Calendar. He retired in 1910 owing to iU-licalth. 

Owing to the popular upheavals in Hamburg, the 
big summer race meeting has had to be transferred 
to Grunewald, near Berlin. Raring in Germany 
scoms to be in a flourishing condition if one may- 
judge from the amount of the prize money given at 
the meeting in middle July.

Recently it was reported that an exporter who 
desired permission to send a pedigree colt to South 
Africa was asked by the war trade department 
whether the pedigree colt was a shorthorn steer. 
Sir A. Geddes admitted the talc was true. The 
war trade department, lie added gravely, secured 
the expert advice of the board of agriculture on 
the matter (Laughter). — London Sportsmau. 

GOLDEN FLEECE’S RACING VERSATILITY 

Golden Fleece is singularly versatile, for, while 
being one of the best steeplechasers in Ireland, he 
has four consecutive victories on the flat to his 
credit, commencing with a three-quarters Scurry 
at the Curragh in April, after whfeh he came over 
to Haydock Park to give Indian Feast a stone and 
a merciless defeat in their mile match for $2,501) 
a side. The distance was extended by a half mile 
on the fallowing day when lie gave Mademoiselle 
Foch twenty-five pounds and a hollow beating in 
the Copeland Plate, while next we find him running 
away with a mile weight-for-uge plate at Phoenix- 
Park.

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BLACK BASS SPORT TIME 

Season Is Here for Catching Amer- 
ica’s Most Popular Fish. 

Habit* and Lalra of the Ban and 
How to Take Him— Early Morn- 
ing: Beat Time to Flab. 



Along in mid-June the time is ripe to go fishing 
for the most popular and widespread of all the game 
fishes of America, the black bass, found in every 
lily-pad lake, anywhere in farming country, and 
also in most streams and rivers south of our north- 
ern tier of states. He is a much heavier fish, 
though not so quick as the trout, and is a battling 
bulldog of a fighter that will give you many a 
thrill before he is in the landing net. 

In bass riven, fly fishing for them is often done, 
larger and more gaudy flies being used than with 
trout; in lakes where the bass are small and afraid 
of an aritificial lure, the fly is the only thing 
that will get them. I often have rowed or canoed 
round a lake full of bass without a strike, casting 
with the artificial lure, and then changed to the 
fly rod and got two at a cast.. I generally use 
Silver Doctor, Montreal, Royal Coachman and Red 
Ibis, tied on No. 6 hooks, two flies at a cast 
for bass. 

But, to our mind, bait casting for bass is the 
real thing. A bass big enough to strike at an 
artificial lure will run two to four pounds in 
weight, and every moment of fighting him is full 
of thrills. He is not to be brought to boat in the 
first yank. We use a bait-casting rod of split 
bamboo, about five feet six inches long and a 
quadruple multiplying reel, wide and of small di- 
ameter, costing about four or five dollars. A fine 
braided silk line of No. 5 sise, fifty yards 
long, costing a dollar, is about right, and to it the 
lure is tied. For live bait a No. 6 snelled 
hook, baited witli a small frog, a hellgramite or a 
crawfish or the festive Hnd agile nightwalker, is 
used. We always take an assortment of artificial 
lures and spoons and also liberal samples of all live 
baits, for there is no use spoiling your fishing trip 
because of poverty in baits, and one never can tell 
what baits the bass will prefer. 

In lily-pad lnkes they are wont to lurk just 
under the outer fringe of the pads, in little coves, 
also around stumps and under docks, boats and fallen 
trees. We send the boat along slowly, about fifty 
feet away, casting every likely spot as we go. Bait 
casting is target practice of a high order, and a 
fascinating art not easy to become proficient in. 

BLACK BASS CASTING IS AN ART. 

It sounds an easy art to bait-cast for bass, but 
it takes considerable practice to do it without back- 
lashes; and once learned you must get accuracy in 
placing the lure, for it should be shot, fair and 
tme, rig lit at the spot where a bass is likely to be 
lurking. If he is there he will pounce on it like a 
tiger and you will have your hand9 full. There 
will be a mighty smash in the water, a foaming, 
boiling swirl as he dashes below for a spot that 
he knows of, where he can tangle up your line and 
break it. 

And you — well, with pounding heart and gasping 
breath, you are trying your darndest to head him 
off from the snagi, to bring him back to water in 
midleap with your rod tip, to turn the boat as he 
goes under it, and to keep your wits about yon 
during the fiercest and most Intense moments you 
will ever live through. And, all the time, all the 
control you have over him is the play of that reel, 
for he is managed with the reel alone instead of 
by stripping the line under your right forefinger 
and letting the rod do the work as with trout; 
and it takes quick thinking and good judgment to 
win out. But in time the bass, from liis weight, 
gets tired out and can be maneuvered up to the 
l>oat where the landing net can be slipped under 
him. Take your time with him. 

For baits we find that the various diving and 
wabbling lures are good takers, especially if they 
have a slash of red on them, and the large red fly, 
tied on a 1.0 hook with a spinner in front and a 
pork minnow or pork chunk in the hook is another 
killing lure. Better hang a treble book in the tail 
of the minnow if there are pike or pickerel about, 
for these gentry strike from behind and will not 
be taken by the main hook. The bass always strikes 
for the throat of his victim, where he sees the red 
slash, and there the hook should be. 

If you strike a warm, sunny day, with the 
pond like a hot mirror, the chances are that not 
a strike will be had from lures, no matter how art- 
fully cast. The bass are there, but they are in 
deep water and are lethargic. Anchor the boat 
at both ends near some sunken ledge that you can 
dimly see by peering down into the depths. Put 
on a small frog and cast him over so that he will 
sink down to the ledge. In may be half an hour 
your line will begin to run stealthily out. It should 
have no click on the Teel, no resistance whatever. 
The bass has seized your frog and is swimming 
away with it in his mouth. If you strike now you 
will get back the frog — nothing else. Finally he 
turns the frog and swallows it. 

PATIENCE AND CARE ARE BOTH NEEDED. 

If you can get him away from the ledge and into 
deep water the rest is a matter of cool thumbing 
of the reel, quick playing of it during rushes that 
make for slack, and playing out under pressure of 
your thumb brake when liis rushes get too fierce. 
Easy to write," but not easy to do! I’ve seen men 
get so excited as to lose their heads and throw 
away line, rod and all, begging me to save the fish 
for them. 

The fact of the matter is Mister Bass honestly and 
sincerely thinks he is boss of the whole lake, and 
anything moving on it, wiggling, diving, spluttering 
on the surface, or even resting innocently on it, is 
likely to rouse his sudden ire and cause a nerve- 
shattering strike. It is the reason for the success 
of the astonishing vuriety of artificial lures, look- 
ing nothing like anything in the heavens above or 
the waters beneath. A white clothespin with a red 
slash on it and a treble hook hung in the slash is 
as good as any of them. 

In river fishing for bass hellgramites give good 
results, fishing from boat or point by playing out 
the line slowly from your bait-casting ountfit. 

Wherever there are bass there are also quite 
likely to be pike and pickerel. Trolling for them 
with the bait-casting rod and a spinner payed out 
some seventy feet astern is effective but boresome. 
We generally get much more sport with the fly 
rod skittering for them. The boat is maneuvered 
slowly along about twenty feet outside the lily 
Ituds or the rocky shores of he lake. The fly rod 
lius a small No. 1 spinner for a lure, attached to a 
short gut leader. This is cast across the boat in 
long switch casts, the backcast being offshore. At 
each cast the lure is directed to some cove or fringe 
of lily pads or a sunken tree, where may lurk a 
pickerel. 

The best time for bass fishing Is la the early 



morning when the mists hang low over the lake and 
the wind has not got up yet. All nature is at 
morning feeding, and the birds are caroling in the 
trees along the forested shores. The boat drifts 
lazily, a single occasional shove of the oars sending 
it along, and you are free to cast to your heart’s 
content, every cast a pleasurable bit of fine skill. 
As the bass are about their morning meal your strikes 
will be plentiful. During the day the wind will be 
ruffling the lake and driving the boat hither and 
yon, and it takes one man steadily at the oars and 
another casting to get results. Or if the lake is 
still and the hot June sunshine drives man and beast 
to the shade of the trees the bass will have retired 
to deep waters, and bait fishing will be in order. 

Then, along toward evening, comes the cream of 
it all. The wind has gone down; the heavens above 
are a blase of roseate splendor, and the still mirror 
of the pond reflects the gorgeous hues of the dying 
sun. Now is the time when you smoke the pipe of 
peace and tranquilly cast the coves and dents in the 
edges of the lily fields. And under the gold of 
the setting sun full many an old warrior has fought 
his last fight with a master angler. — W. H. Miller 
in Country Gentleman.

in Teddington, Musjid and Hermit; and great- 
grandsire of another seven in Pretender, Shotover, 
St. Blaise, George Frederick, Merry Hampton, Ayr- 
shire and Ladas. Besides these, Newminster won 
the St. Leger, his only race, and sired 253 winners, 
with stakes value $608,670 to their credit; Blue 
Bonnet, the Leger winner of 1843, which beat 
Attilla after a terrific race; Paragone, the sire of 
Paradigm, dam of Lord Lyon; Mowerina, the dam 
of West Australian; Mendicant, the winner of the 
One Thousand Guineas and Oaks in 1846 and dam 
of Beadsman, sire of Rosicrucian, Blue Gown and 
Green Sleeves, Sir Joseph Hawley’s three in the 
sensational Derby of 1868; Flatcatcher, which ran 
third to Surplice and Oanezou for the Leger of 
1848; Glee, the dam of The Promised Land; Gem, 
dam of Regalia, which ran second to Gladiateur 
for the 1865 St. Leger; Lady Macdonald, the dam 
of Brigantine; Ithuriel, the dam of Iris; Gaiety, 
the dam of Gamester; Brocardo and Ciniaelli, the 
latter of which was the dam of Marchioness, the 
Oaks winner of 1855. 

Touchstone’s own brother, Launcelot, was second 
to Little Wonder for the Derby of 1840, and won the 
St. Leger from Maroon. This was an interesting 
race, as the marquis declared to win with Launce- 
lot, knowing that after his Derby running he would 
be backed by the public, and Maroon’s jockey, 
Holmes, had to pull him up to allow the first 
string to win. Launcelot started at 7 to 4, witli 
Maroon at 4 to 1. In 1841 Van Amburgh ran sec- 
ond to Coronation for the Derby, Ghuznee won the 
Oaks, and Satirist beat Coronation for the St. 
Leger. 

THE DUKE TAXES DP THE RUNNING. 

From the first marquis we come to the first 
duke, who becume head of the family in 1869. 
and received a dukedom in 1874. His first pur- 
chase of any account was Doncaster, which had 
won the Derby, the Ascot Cup and the Goodwood 
Cup and had been second to Marie Stuart for the 
St. Leger. Mr. Merry, his owner, sold him to 
Mr. Peck for $50,000, and the duke bought him from 
the latter for $70,000. In 1877 one of his first 
foals, from Rouge Rose, was Bend Or, which beat 
Robert the Devil by a head for the 1880 Derby, 
and then won the City and Suburban the following 
year with 126 pounds up; the Gold Cup at Ascot 
with Robert the Devil behind him, and then the 
Champion Stakes at Newmarket with Iroquois, the 
1881 Derby winner, behind him. Bend Or retired 
to the stud at Eaton in 1881, and in his first 
season, when mated with Lily Agnes, for which 
the duke had paid $12,500 and two free subscrip- 
lions to Bend Or, whose fee at the time was $1,025, 
produced Ormonde. In the meantime the duke had 
bought Shotover, a daughter of Hermit, for $7,680 
as a yearling, and won the Two Thousand Guineas, 
the Derby, and was second in the One Thousand 
Guineas, and third to Dutch Oven for the Leger 
in 1882. 

Then came Ormonde’s triumphal march, as, after 
beating Minting for the Two Thousand Guineas, he 
won the Derby, the St. Leger and five other races 
in 1886. As a four-year-old he won the Rous 
Memorial, giving thirty -five pounds to Kilwarlin, 
which afterward won the Leger; then came the 
famous race for the Hardwicke Stakes, on the 
Friday in which he beat Minting, Bendigo and Phil. 
Ormonde went to the stud in 1888, and straight- 
away produced Orme, when mated with Angelica, 
a sister to St. Simon. Ormonde just before liis 
St. Leger win had been found to be a roarer and 
in consequence of the prevalent opinion as to its 
hereditary character, was sold after two seasons 
to Senor Boucuu for $60,000, who resold him to 
a California breeder for $150,000. After his first 
season he was a failure at the stud and was de- 
stroyed in 1904. In 1892 his famous son Orme, 
which had only been beaten once as a two-year- 
old, was poisoned in the early part of the year, 
and took no part in either the Two Thousand 
Guineas or the Derby, but was badly beaten in 
the St. Leger.. He won the Eclipse Stakes at 
Sundown twice, and retired to Eaton in 1894, 
where, mated with Vampire, he got Flying Fox, 
which won the Derby of 1899, and was the last 
of the duke’s Derby winners. Flying Fox won 
nine races of the value of $200,090, and, at the 
sale of the duke’s horses in 1900, was sold to M. 
Edmond Blanc for $189,000. 

SEVEN DERBYS, NINE 0AXS, FIVE ST. LEGERS. 

The duke died in 1899, and at the time of his 
death the Grosvenor colors had been successful 
in seven Derbys, nine Oaks and five St. Legers. 

Flying Fox was the youngest of that wonderful 
tail-male line of first-class horses, which ran as 
follows: Flying Fox, Orme, Ormonde, Bend Or, 

Doncaster, Stockwell, The Baron, Birdcatcher, Sir 
Hercules, Whalebone, Waxy, Pot-8-os, Eclipse, 
Murske, Squire, Bartlett's Childers, the Darley Ara- 
bian. From Pot-8-os downward they had been more 
or less connected with the Grosvenors and had won 
six Derbys, four Legers and three Guineas. 

Besides these horses which have actually belonged 
to the Grosvenors, it must be remembered that 
Common, the 1891 Triple Crown winner; Sir Visto, 
the 1895 Derby winner, and Jeddah, the 1898 Derby 
winner, all first saw daylight at Eaton, and that 
Orby was by Orme and Sceptre was ex Ornament, 
by Bend Or, and was born and reared at Eaton until 
the duke’s sale, when, as a yearling, she fetched 
the unheard of price of $52,500. — Adair Dighton in 
Baily’s Magazine. 

SENNINGS PARK IN FINE CONDITION 

Eastern turfmen are closely watching Mose 
Goldblatt’s crack three-year-old Sennings Park in 
Ills daily work at Empire City. The colt went east 
with a record of four straight victories at Latonia 
over formidable opposition, and westerners are of 
the opinion that he will make the best of his age 
look to their laurels at Saratoga.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CHICAGO, 111., July 24. — Weather forecast: Illi- 
nois — Fair tonight and Friday; little change in 
temperature, except cooler near lake Michigan to- 
night. Missouri and Kansas— Fair tonight and 
Friday; little change in temperature. General fore- 
cast: The indications are for mostly fair weather, 
with temperature above the seasonal normal in this 
forecast district during the next thirty-six hours.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24. — Although there 
were reports of isolated outbreaks by colored men, 
including the firing into a street car, last night 
passed without serious renewal of the race rioting 
which has terrorized the national capital since Sat- 
urday. Presence of 2,000 armed soldiers and co- 
operation generally by the jiubllc with the request 
of the city authorities that street traffic be held 
to a minimum resulted in quieting the situation. 

CHICAGO, IU., July 24. — Pitcher Phil Douglas, 
a righthander, was traded to tlie New York Giants 
by the Chicago Cubs today for outfielder Dave 
Robertson, It was learned here today. Robertson 
has been out of the game all season, having refused 
to report to New York. It is understood that 
Robertson has signed a two-year coutract with the 
Cubs. Douglas Is one of the star pitchers of the 
Cubs’ staff. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 24. — Cy De Vry, keeper of 
the Lincoln Park zoo, was discharged from that 
position today by tlie park civil service commission, 
which found him guilty on four charges, filed 
against him, following an altercation in the park 
u month ngo. Mr. De Vry, best known animal 
trainer in the United States, had been in charge 
of the aoo twenty-nine year*. 



WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24.— An army bomb- 
ing plane currying a crew of five, commanded by 
Lieut. -Col. R. S. Hartz, left the ground here at 
10 a. m. on the first leg of a flight of nearly 

8.000 miles aronnd the rim of the country. The 
first stop is scheduled in Augusta, Maine, 560 miles 
from Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24.— Two gigantie 
ocean liners, larger than any ships now afloat ami 
designed to cross the Atlantic in four days, are 
to be built by the shipping board. They will be 

1.000 feet long and of thirty knots speed and will 
be equipped for use as commerce destroyers in the 
event of war. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 24.— A strike call which 
will tie up the entire transportation system of Chi- 
cago and cause the walkout of 15,000 surface uml 
elevated car men will be posted Friday morning, 
according to information received today from friends 
of International president W. D. Mahon, who left 
here for the east. 

TOKYO, Japan, July 20— (Delayed).— The citi- 
zens of Fukushima have started a movement against 
Japan participating in the international tribunal to 
try tlie former German emperor, on the ground that 
such action would have a bad effect upon tlie Japa- 
nese people. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 24. — The completion 
of plans for raising a fund of $25,000,000 by popu- 
lar subscription for the erection of a great Ameri- 
can memorial in France, commemorating America’s 
achievements in the world war, was announced here 
today. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., July 24.— Arrival of 
troops from Fort Riley, Camp Dodge and Camp 
Grant today wus expected to end the strike of 
prisoners in the disciplinary barracks, 
to u minimum resulted In quieting the situation.
